‘James Mulvey,” Convinced There 
Was No Reformation in Life 
Plunged to Death in Jail on Eve 
of Penitentiary Term. 


ANALYZED OWN CASE 
IN FAREWELL NOTE

Robbery, but Always Insisted | 
Guiltless—Shielded |

not Know—became fixed as a fact in the 
mind of “James Mulvey,"’ a jail prisoner 
sentence to the penitentiary; and to

‘@4ap, at 6:30 o'clock Friday evening, Mul- 
Vey quoted to a fellow prisoner, Joseph 
Pazen, the phrase which haunted him, and 
acclared, When Pazen referred to the fact 
tuat Mulvey was to be taken to the peni- 
wntiary Saturday morntnug: 

“They haven't got me there yet.” A 
moment later he said: *‘Death is the only 
CVA ye from the disgrace of having been 

prisoner. ‘Once a criminal, always a 
creeninal, 

uisvey nad been in jail five months, and 
during that time he. quoted daily the words 
Walch harassed him. Whether, in his ac- 
Leptance of this phrase, he confessed the 
criminality which otherwise he denied, and 
luimented the punishment that was a result 
oi it; or whether, being innocent, he was 
iurmented by thoughts of the ineradicable 
fiigma which had been paced upon him, 
is not known. But many who formerly 
ihought him guilty now believe he was, 
as he said the victhn of mistaken identity, 
and driven to death by his abhorrence of 
a punishment which he did not merit, but 
which, nevertheless, he could not escape. 
Jailer Dawson believes “James Mulvey’”’ 
concealed his real identity under a ficti- 
tious name. 

The jailer believes’ that Mulvey sought 
to save his family from the penalty of his 
disgrace, and that his real name will never 
be known. At the inquest an effort will 
be made to find the family, but there is 
little expectation of successful results. 

Mulvey's deed was well planned ard ex- 
ecuted with determination. lt was his sec- 
ond attempt at self-destruction. His first 
was two weeks after his arrest, Oct. 
when he tried to strangle himself to death 
in his cell by means of a rope made of his 
suspenders. His cell mate called a guard 
in timo te save his life. 

Friday evening, after the recreation 
hour and when most of the prisoners had 
been put back in their cells and were be- 
ing given their supper, Mulvey left Joseph 
Pazen, a prisoner with whom he had been 
walking in the “‘bull ring,’’ and ran rap- 
idly up the stairs on-the east side to the 
platform before the third tier of cells. 

This platform is narrow. At its edge is 
a railing formed of two iron pipes, one a 
little more than two feet above the other. 

Tt was the stairway up which ‘‘Bill’’ 
Kudolph ran when he made his sensation- 
al escape from the jail July 3, 1903, 

When Mulvey reached the platform, he 
stopped and began to climb between the 
two iron pipes. William Payne, a negro 
prisoner, saw him and called him. He paid 
no heed. George Jobin, a white prisoner 
on tho second tier platform, was attracted 
by the ery and looked up. 

He saw Mulvey worming his way be- 
tween the pipes, and then saw him jump. 
Jobin reached out to catch him, and his 
fingers closed on the falling man's coat. 
The hold was broken, however, and Mulvey 
fell head first upon the floor. His skull 
was fractured and his neck was broken. 
He waz hurried to the City Hospital, where 
he died at 1:30 o'clock Saturday morning. 
/ In Mulvey'’s coat pocket after his jump 
was found a letter, written in pencil ad- 
dressed to a jail guard, Wall. He 
had evidently spent much time in its com- 
position. The writing was that of a man 
to whom the use of pen or pencil was un-

New Body Formed to Combat Ef- 
forts for ““Mutualizing”’. the 
Equitable Company.

NEW YORK, March 4.—A new body of 
policy holders, said to be organized by in- 
tereste fricndly to James Hazen Hyde, wice- 
president of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, has been formed to combat the 
effort of the committee which seeks to 
have control of the company reorganized 
on a basis which wil! safeguard its $434,- 

000,000 of funds. 

The new committee has issued a state- 
ment through its counsel, Alexander Bacon, 
opposing all efforts to mutualize the com- 
pany and declaring that its managment 
should be continued along existing lines. 
How many policy holders are behind Mr. 
Bacon is not revealed. 

The first news that the new body of pol- 
icy holders was in existence came through 
the extraordinary press department which 
the Hyde forces have organized. This is 
the most wonderful thing of its kind that 
has ever been seen in the financial district. 

Those who have been in contact with the 


Fiyde press bureau have dubbed it the 

“sewer grapevine,’’ because of its subter- 
ranean and devious methods. It has its 
starting point in the Equitable offices, then 
it rugs into the offices of Alexander and 
Green, then into August Belmont’s office, 
then through an unknown party up to the 
City Hall, and its agen@ there sends the 
news by an assistant down to the financial 
district. 

The reason of all this is that both the 
Alexander and Hyde factions are under a 
pledge not to make any statements about 
the internal strife in the Equitable to the 
newspapers. Each side has detectives em- 
ployed to watch the leaders of the other 
side. and on certain days additional de- 
tectives are hired to shadow the detectives 
of the other side and find out who the 
others are shadowing. 

The “sewer grapevine’ is employed to 
make it an impossible task for the detec- 
tives to fix definitely the identity of the 
author of the Hyde li literature.

President of Council Says Their 
Elimination 
Takes Away Desired Guarantee 
Against Terminal Consolidation. 


DECLARES SWITCHING 
CHARGES ARE TOO HIGH 


Manufacturers’ Railway Measure 
Passed by the Council After 26 
Amendments Were Brushed 
Aside—Now Goes to House.

Joseph L. Hornsby, president of the city 
council afid acting mayor, who proposed 
26 amendments to the manufacturers’ rail- 
Way bill, all of which were voted down, 
at Friday evening's meeting of the coun- 
cii, speaking of the amendments he pro- 
posed and of-the reasons for his opposi- 
tion. to the bill as ‘it was passed, said 
Saturday: 

“A terminal company to compete with 
he present Termina! monopoly is desirable, 
but there is no assurance that the grant- 
ing of this franchise will produce a com- 
peting company. There is nothing to pre- 
vent the company acquiring the franchise 
from disposing of it to the present Ter- 
minal company or to any other company 
the next day. 

“Both Mr. Markham and myeelf tried 
to have the bill so amended as to prevent 
the assignment of the franchise’ and the 
transfer of the rights and privileges con- 
ferred by it to any other competing com- 
pany, and to prevent consolidation with 
any competing company, but all of the 
amendments we proposed were voted down. 

“There is no protection to the city in 
the bill as it stands. 

“Il am also opposed to it because thee 
is no provis-on in it for raising or depress- 
ing the tracks at the Broadway. Seventh 
and Ninth street crossings of Dorcas street. 
A surface crossing at Broadway would be 
particularly dangerous ahd detrimental to 
South St. Louis, because the travel over 
that street is very heavy. A surface cross- 
ing should not be permitted there. 

“The life of the franchise should also 
be limited. The failure to name a limit 
in it is a great mistake. 

“The city should derive additional com- 
peusation from the franchise as it grows 
in value, but thls is not provided for. 

“T tried ta have the life of the franchise 
limited to 30 years and provision made for 
the city to ultimately receive $30.00 a 
year for the privileges granted, but the 
amendments were voted down 


“Switching Charges Too High.” 

‘The switching charges fixed in the bill 
are too hig’n. In granting such franchises 
heretofore the city has stipulated that the 
switching should be $1 a car. That stipu- 
lation was ineerporated in the Merchants’ 
Terminal! franchise, although ft is not en- 
forced because of the. absorption. of: the 
Merchants’ Terminal by thé St. Louis.Ter- 
minal Association. 

‘I tried to have the charge fixed at $1. 
but the amendment proposed war voted 
down. I think it was a great mistake. 

“Another. serious objection is the fact 
that no limit to the time that a 
moving rain may obstruct a street cross- 
ing. - The only stipulation is that standing 
lears shall not obstruct a street for more

ing for a much longer time than five min- 
utes. 

‘The bill is further defective in that it 
does not require the company to construct 
railroad tracks on the inclines provided for.

Mispagel, 
who has been cmployed by a St. Louis 
grocery firm for the past few weeks, was 
arrested at his place of business and tak- 
en to &t. Charlies, where he gave bond for 
$12.00, with two of" hts ‘brothers-in-law, 
Frank Bezzenberger and L. Schoenberg, 
and H. R. Denker as sureties. 

Mispagel admits shortages, but denies 
that they are os great as the accountant 
reports. He says, as he did when the 
shortage was first reported, that his de- 
faications were due to his leniency with 
friends, to whom he advanced the bank's 
funda and for whom he indorsed notes.

NO change in the regime of autocracy is 
involved for the present, and it means 
neither a constitution nor a national as- 
sembly.

“The action of the emperor is not a 
stop toward representation, but the actual 
grant to the people of the means whereby 
thelr duly elected representatives can place 
before his majesty their views on every 
important measure affecting them and rec- 
ommended by the counci] of the empire. 
Moreover, if one reads the rescript: care- 
fully, one will .see that it contains’ a 
distinct promise of something more in the 
future. Its small beginning will not prove 
the surrender of the principle of autocracy 
now, but what may evolve in the future 
on) the future can determine.

Measure Merely Adds Twe 
Years to Statute. 


Gov. Foik, speaking to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter over the long-distance telephone 
Saturday concerning the probable action of 
the bill signed by him Friday, extending 
the statute of limitations in bribery cases 
from three to five years, said: 

“In my opinion, the law is retroactive 
in part. By this I mean that, in any 
case where the three-years’ period has 
not yet expired, the limitation will be 
extended to five years by the operation 
of the new law. This is my interpreta- 
tion of the law as now enacted, that it 
applies to all cases where the limitation 
period previously established has not ex- 
pried. I am not positive, however, that 
the retrodctive operation of the new law 
will prevail in cases where the three years’ 
limit has already been passd.”’ 

Circuit Attorney Sager takes the safe 
view. 

“There is some difference of opinion be- 
tween lawyers on the subject,” he said 
Saturday, “‘but in my opinion the bill mere- 
ly adds two years additional in cases 
where the three years have not expired. 

“That is, if a crime were committed 
more than three years ago, the criminal 
would be immune and this new statute 
cannot react on him. But, if it were com- 
mitted less than three years ago, say since 
March, 1902, I think he would not be im- 
mune for two more years. 

“I propose to take advantage of this 
fact if I find any bribcry case which it 
will enable me to reach.” 

‘Inder this interpretation it seems that 
the new statute will not result in any ad- 
ditional indictments in connection with the 
deposit of the two big boodle funds in the 
trust company vaults, but that there may 
be developments from the investigations of 
some grandjury that met subseqvept to 
March, 1902.

If Julius Cesar looked in from the other world, he probably 
mistook the parade for a modern and improved triumph. 

It was not so very different. ‘The white oxen for sacrifice and 
the white bull, were missing, but the white horses, sacred to 
Jupiter, were there. The Jaural wreath might have been pres- 
ent in the hero’s imagaination, but in fact there was the 
top hat. Vercingetorix sleeps in his grave, or in the under- 
ground dungeon, where he was strangled before the sacrifices 
began on Cesar’s day of triumph, but he and his idea were very 
well represented by Buckskin Charlie and Hollow Horn Bear. 
Zenobia did not grace the occasion, but Little Plume confessed 
defeat and helped decorate the imperial progress. 

It was not a Roman triumph, but the Roman idea of conquest 
appeared in all its pomp. From end to end of the procession the 
dominant note was martial. Regular troops, volunteers, militia 
everything spoke of war, conquest, imperial policy, colonial- 
jem.

It is to be regretted that the defeat of Representative May- 
nard’s bill providing for an increase of the President’s salary 
and a pension for ex-Presidents, put an end to the possibility of 
increasing President Roosevelt's salary.

“The Senate is wholly right in its position 
toward the illegal fiction of a constructive 
recess, and yet, strangely enough, it is 
etanding in an attitude of sympathy with 
a far more dangerous and insidious assault 
upon its independence. 

Four members of the present Senate will 
goon be direct or indirect rectpients of 
executive bounty. Senator Quaries of Wis- 
consin, will be made a federal judge. Sen- 
ater Cockrell of Missouri—a Democrat— 
will be made a member of the Interstate 
Commission. It is reported that 


These acts will be in the nature of a 
notice to senators that if they are faith- 
ful servants of the President he will pro- 
vide for them after their term of office &x- 
pires, If their constituents reject them 
there is a presidential pension to look for- 
ward to as a reward for their submission 
to the executive. 

No more adroit or dangerous scheme 
could be devised for making senators mere 
vassals of the executive, instead of a con- 
trolling and checking force upon the power 


of the President, as the constitution in- 
tended. 


The House of Representatives has al- 
ready surrendered to the President and 
become a mere machine for registering his 
will, If outgoing senators are now to be 
made dependents of the executive. it 
must be admitted that little will be left of 
the independence of Congress. The term 
of office of two-thirds of the senators ex- 
pires during the term of the President. 
When these senators are trained to court 
the favor of the appointing power as 4@ 
species of office-holding insurance, then 
both the executive and legislative functions 
of the government will have. virtually 
passed into the hands of the President. 

Yet, instead of resisting this subtie 
method of executive encroachment, the 
Senate offers special inducements, in the 
form of peculiar courtesies of confirma- 
tion, to the President to hame senators 
for high offices of profit and trust. 

It was not Mr. Roosevelt who invented 
this particular form of encroachment, but 
he is carrying it to a point where the 
menace is distinctly reveaied..
